the oat-door clinic 18,198; making a f^rund toiid of 23,637. 
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Many substantial improvements ami additions have been 
made in various departments, asdetailedin Llie House Committee's 
reporti, but the most essential are the additions to the ollices on 
either side of (he entrance, and the two outdoor clinic buildings, 
one for Women and Children, the other for Men and I Soys. The\ 

are two-story hriek buildings, with sanitary roof, bo constructed 
that an additional story may be added, should tin- exigencies of 
the Hospital ever require it. The exterior is finished with Port- 
land cement ; i he interior lined with Aeme cement. The floors 
are laid with yellow- pine and all openings trimmed with cypress, 
with hard oil finish. The buildings are heated with steam through- 
out, and everj consultation room is supplied with hot and cold 
water, all apparatus thus required being eouneeied with the gen- 
eral pipe system of the Hospital. The sewer attachments are all 
connected with the central Bewer plant of the Hospital, In the 
eoiistmetionofthese buildings due regard has been jjiveu to the 
requirements of domestic hygiene in the matter of light and vea 
'ilatioti and with respect to the position of the new buildings on 
the Hospital premises. 

The new buildings are situated on Tulane avenue: the 
Clinic for Women and children on the corner of Locust sin 
that for Men and Boys on the corner of Howard street. 

These buildings hare been constructed upon plans and sped 
fications designed to meet all the requirements of the outdoor ser- 
vice, and furnish accommodations for the outdoor treatment of 
men. women and children -white and colored. 

The consultation rooms are so appointed as to give medical 
relief to all olasesof patieute suffering from general a\^ special 
diseases.

At tln> lasl annual report, 642 patients remained under treat- 
ment: during the year just closed 6706 new patient* were admit- 
ted, making a total of 7348 inmates treated: white 5174, colored 
2174; males 5547, females ISO], 

The admissions are 628 in excess of theprevious year, owing 
largely to the continued prevalence of the influenza and the in 
creased number of respiratory diseases which it causes. 

The admissions comprise 4690 white and 2010 c<>]n™l : male 
5122; female 1684 ; children nnder 10 years of age, 201 (white 
colored 13), in &e Maternity Department 148 children w.-,-,. 
born. 

Of the admissions 6609 were Tree patients, 197 pay patients. 

Of the 7348 inmates treated, 5634 were discharged; cni-,,1 
2699, or 47 percent; improved 2027, or about 86 per cent,; u„. 
improved 908, or about 17 per cent. 

There were 1028 deaths, a total mortality of uearlj II p,- r 
cent. The annual death rate is. as usual, increased by the fatality 
of the aged, of enroner's cases, and of the number of patients ad- 
mitted in a moribund condition. 

TheOotdoor Department gave relief to 13.193 visiting ], a - 
t it-iiis. fn addition to this number, 1271 eases of accidental no*. 
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gery were attended in the Amphitheatre, and 1725 in the Dental
